Dear Bill (Davis): 

Thank you for your letter of September 9, 
referring to. my article in the September 
issue of Precision Shooting. Your defense 
of the editor is understandable and | certain- 
ly accept your point of view. | would certain- 
ly agree that all of the readers of Precision 
Shooting are indebted to Dave Brennan for 
keeping the magazine growing and for its 
general, high quality. 

| must admit that what | wrote was, in 
some part, the result of a long-felt irritation 
at some of the statements printed in maga- 
zines devoted to the shooting sports and 
what, in my opinion, are the effects of those 
statements, long term, on the shooting 
sports. Perhaps | am wrong, but | doubt if 
the eventual possibilities of these state- 
ments on the long term existence of shoot- 
ing, as we know it, are realized by shooters 
in general. 

May | state, at this point, that | have a 
great respect for your background and 
knowledge; that | am grateful to you for the 
many articles you have written on firearms, 
reloading, ballistics, etc. It would be foolish 
of me to suggest that my knowledge, edu- 
cation or experience in these fields ap- 
proaches yours, or to attempt to debate 
these subjects with you. However, reading 
your letter carefully, it seems to me that you 
have not taken issue with the substance of 
what | wrote, but have searched for state- 
ments that illustrate a failure to do my own 
research and writing with the careful atten- 
tion to facts that | demand of others. | have 
no objections to this, if this was your pur- 


pose. Anyone who criticizes the work of oth- 
ers should accept the right of others to criti- 
cize his work. 

To illustrate the potential effects of maga- 
zine articles on the future of the shooting 
sports, let’s turn back to 1948, when Rem- 
ington marketed the 721-722 series of rifles, 
which were the predecessors of the 700 se- 
ries. Remington advertised them as “The 
strongest action ever made”. An article in 
“The American Rifleman” described blowup 
tests of the 721, Enfield, Mauser and 
Springfield actions, all in .30-06 caliber. The 
721 proved its superior strength, reaching a 
point where it finally took the firing of a case 
full of “finely grained, quick burning powder” 
and five 220 grain bullets, one seated in the 
case and four seated in the barrel, to lock 
the action up so the bolt could not be pound- 
ed open. All the other actions had failed with 
only one, or two, extra bullets. 

Despite the fact that the article specifical- 
ly pointed out that this was a test and warn- 
ed against “overloads or anything of the 
kind, in any rifle”, there were owners of 721- 
722 rifles who interpreted the article as a 
basis for increasing powder charges in 
handloads until they got definite evidence of 
high pressures. In the early 1950’s, proba- 
bly a dozen, 721-722 series rifles were 
brought in to my shop where overloads had 
created problems. In most cases, the result 
was simply damage to the rather weak ex- 
tractor, in attempting to pull out a case fired 
with an overload, by pounding open the bolt. 
| remember three where owners had been 
unable to pound the bolts open. | succeeded 


coating (not a paint) finish. 
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in opening one and getting the case out. The 
other two required removal of the barrel, 
then removal of the brass of the cartridge 
case, which had flowed to fill every recess in 
the bolt face. Once this was done, it was dis- 
covered that the bolt still could not be 
opened, as the thin section around the case 
head counterbore had been expanded to a 
larger diameter than the bolt body. | man- 
aged to get the bolts out. It is a tribute to 
Remington that the actions did not appear 
to be damaged. | put the barrels back in, 
wrote Remington exactly what had hap- 
pened and sent the rifles in to Remington. 
They installed new bolts, proof tested them 
and shipped them back, billing the costs. 
About then, | built a light weight, .257 
Roberts Improved on a 721 action. The 
owner, working up a load carefully, follow- 
ing data in a book listing loads for wildcats, 
arrived at a “maximum load” which worked 
just fine for several firings in the couple 
boxes of one brand of cases he then had. 
Needing more cases, he bought some of a 
second brand and loaded them with the 
same load, after fire forming. He fired five of 
them, before he quit, because he “got gas 
blowback”. On each of the five fired cases, 
the primer pocket was enlarged so a new 
primer, dropped in, would fall out when the 
case was turned over. The weak link, in any, 
modern rifle is the cartridge case and the 
load that a rifle can safely handle depends 
on the case dimensions, quality and the 
hardness of the brass in the head area. No, 
current, rifle design will prevent case failure 
if the load is heavy enough to exceed the 
yield strength of the brass. The yield 
strength, depending on the case design and 
the temper of the brass, may differ as much 
as 20% in some of the cases now on the 
market. Cases made by the extrusion proc- 
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ess are in use in center fire calibers and they 
are much lower in yield and tensile strengths 
than the best of the drawn cases. 

A .257 Weatherby, made by Weatherby, 
in his early days, using a 98 Oberndorf Mau- 
ser action, was brought in to me in pieces. 
The owner had been “working up a load”. 
When the case failed, the gas escaping into 
the receiver ring split the ring in two pieces, 
embedding the top half in a hardwood 
beam, over the bench in the shed from 
which the shooter was firing. Luckily, he 
was wearing shooting glasses. Outside of a 
ringing in his ears for several days and the 
necessity of a trip to the doctor to have parti- 
cles of brass removed from his face and 
forehead he was unscathed. 

Two years ago, on the firing line at Camp 
Perry, some three or four positions to my 
right, a rifle barrel, chambered for the .308 
Winchester, split lengthwise on firing. It re- 
sulted in a shattered stock and hand inju- 
ries. The barrel was stainless steel. By coin- 
cidence, | had talked with the maker of that 
barrel at some length, only a few weeks pre- 
viously. He told me that barrelmakers had 
found problems with a lot of defective, stain- 
less steel, resulting from poor mill practice 
which left manganese sulphide stringers at 
the centers of the bars. He said that he had 
written to every one to whom he had sold a 
barrel from that lot, requesting that the bar- 
rels not be used and offering to replace all

barrel blanks returned to him. He further 
stated that he was fairly certain that the 
steel from that lot was widely distributed in 
the firearms field and that there had been a 
number of failures. | asked the shooter at 
Perry if he had received a letter asking for 
the return of the barrel and he said he had, 
“but the barrel was on the rifle, shooting 
well, | didn’t want to take it off just before 
Perry--”. The load which split the barrel was 
a normal, .308 load, a load he had used for 
thousands of firings, and the fired case 
showed no signs of high pressure. 

The articles on high velocity .22’s, based 
on the .243 Winchester case, in Precision 
Shooting both emphasized high velocities. 
“We have gotten 4200 out of this gun.” One 
of them refers to “Jim Carmichel’s Cheetah. 
Enclosed is a copy of the Carmichel’s article 
which appeared in the May, 1984 issue of 
Outdoor Life. |t makes some rather extrava- 
gant claims. “— a rifle that can hit a golf ball 
at 300 yards.” “— can hit a woodchuck’s 
head at any distance out to 300 yards sim- 
ply by aiming at the center —. “Bullets trav- 
eling at more than 4300 fps have landed in 
five shot clusters measuring under one- 
quarter of an inch at 100 yards.” There is a 
table of loading data, bearing a note: “Top 
loads to be considered maximum; approach 
with caution. Fired in one-in-16-inch twist 
barrel; faster twists will result in higher pres- 
sure. Fired in 27” barrels.” It is my opinion 


that the two writers had accepted 
Carmichel’s statements on the effects of ri- 
fling twist on velocity and that they harbored 
doubts after some testing, however neither 
made any definite statement or reference to 
any properly conducted test. (Note that one 
of them wrote “It would certainly seem that 
if you slowed down the twist, then you 
would pick up some velocity.”) There is no 
indication that Carmichel, or anyone else, 
has had pressure tests made, relative to ve- 
locities and this is the crux of the matter. 
Pressure evidence from fired cases is de- 
pendent on the quality of the case. There 
are differences in the strength of the brass 
used in different makes and lots of primers 
and measurements of both show differenc- 
es in wall thickess. | would add that writings 
in P.S. and in most of the outdoor maga- 
zines in the past few years indicate a com- 
mon belief that slower twists result in lower 
pressures and, conversely that heavier 
powder charges can be used in slower 
twists. | interpret your letter as agreeing that 
such statements are not factual. In my opin- 
ion, they are dangerous and detrimental to 
the long-term good of the shooting game 
and publishers bear a responsibility to see 
that they are not published. The disclaimer, 
which all magazines now include, is a cop- 
out of responsibility. 

In general, omitting the two writers in

P.S., because | do not know them, state- 
ments like these appeal to the less skillful, 
less knowledgeable shooters because the 
impression is created that the cartridge will 
make up for lack of skill. There is also the 
aura created by very high velocity, which 
appeals to the same type of person in- 
trigued by high horsepower automobiles 
and motorcycles, capable of speeds of 150 
mph. | would point out that both writers in 
P.S. emphasized high velocity. 

There are uses and places to use high 
speed, high horsepower motor vehicles. 
There are uses and places to use powerful, 
high velocity rifles, but there is a vast differ- 
ence in the reactions of the general public. 
To the general public, conditioned by years 
of anti-gun propaganda, the report of any 
firearm is a danger signal and the louder the 
report, the worse the reaction. Small cali- 
ber, high velocity firearms produce reports 
of greater intensity to the human ear than 
larger calibers, with lower velocities. Con- 
versely, there is a general acceptance of 
high horse power, high speed motor vehi- 
cles. The vast majority of the public are al- 
most daily users of motor vehicles and think 
little or nothing of the high accident, injury 
and death rates. A firearms accident or

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death is played up in the news media and 
produces an entirely different reaction. 

The local club | belong to has an outdoor 
range which has been in use for over 30 
years, with almost no complaints from our 
neighbors. A serious attempt was made to 
have the range shut down, a few years ago, 
when club members stated metallic silhou- 
ette shooting with handguns. High intensity 
muzzle blast from heavily loaded rifle car- 
tridges fired in barrels only a foot. long 
brought about the wrath of even neighbors 
who were gun owners and hunters, particu- 
larly when matches, fired on Sundays, pro- 
duced several hours of volleys. 

Enclosed are photocopies of the pages 
from my Sierra handbook listing the wind 
drift of the .224, 52 grain, HPBT at 400 
yards, as 28.3” for a muzzle velocity of 
4100 fps and the wind drift of the .243, 85 
grain, HPBT at 400 yards, as 23.33” for a 
muzzle velocity of 3300 fps, both in 20 mph 
winds. | quoted correctly from the one | 
have, but a phone call to Jim Hull at Sierra 
informed me that Sierra had originally esti- 
mated the figures for these two bullets, 
based on the tests they had run on similar 
bullets of the same caliber, but not hollow 
points. This was corrected in later editions 
of the manual. 

It is meaningless to use the term “out- 
shot” when comparing one rifle of one cali- 
ber with another rifle of another caliber, in 
the hands of two different shooters, on the 
basis of chuck shooting at “400 yards’, in 
“winds gusting to 40 mph”, regardless of 
whether the wind drift of one rifle is a few 
inches more or less than the other. There is 
no basis for determination of “outshot”, 
without factual knowledge of the level of 
skill of each shooter and performance level 
of each rifle, based on proper experiment. |

know from actual experiment on our local 
range that the average gun owner, not 
knowing the range, but looking at a target 
300 yards distant, will, most of the time, 
judge the range as 500 to 600 yards. 

The point | attempted to make in calling 
attention to the amount of holdoff required 
in a 20 mph wind, and the effect of rather 
small errors in judgement of the range is that 
given accurate, flat trajectory rifles, the 
problems of accurately estimating 400 
yards distance, over typical woodchuck 
country and holding off 28” is such that hits 
in vital areas are largely luck. The probability 
of simply wounding is high. 

There are few places left in the U.S. 
where the high intensity, muzzle blast of the 
“Cheetah” and similar cartridges will be tol- 
erated by land owners who are not them- 
selves hunters. There is an ever-growing 
segment of the public that believes that 
hunters have little regard for the game or 
varmints that they shoot and that they leave 
large numbers of wounded animals in the 
woods and fields. Their observation of at- 
tempts at 400 yard, chuck shooting, in 
winds gusting to 40 mph will, very likely, 
confirm this. The result is the posting of 
more and more land against hunting, each 
succeeding year. | must say that | agree 
with the view that hunters have an obliga- 
tion to use a reasonable amount of care and 
judgement, when they shoot at any animal, 
including what we choose to call “varmints”, 
taking only shots that are within their skill 
levels and within the performance capabili- 
ties of the rifle and load, under existing con- 
ditions. 

In the long term, our freedom to use fire- 
arms and to hunt will depend on the percep- 
tions of that major part of the public that 
does neither; and the fact is that they out- 
number us several times and control most of 
the land. Publication of articles which lead 
the uninitated to believe that all they need to 
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do to kill chucks in high winds at 400 yards 
and extolling these practices is, | believe, a 
disservice to the firearms fraternity, particu- 
larly in a publication devoted to Precision 
Shooting. 

Hoopla and hype in gun publications, ex- 
tolling high velocities and making erroneous 
statements about the effects of barrel twist 
on pressures, etc. is an invitation to more, 
gun accidents, giving further fuel to the anti- 
gunners. Every publication, P.S. included, 
now prints disclaimers. It may be a good 
idea to take a look at what can happen to 
the gunsmith, who builds a .22 Cheetah for 
a novice customer, who believes all he has 
seen written. The customer proceeds to 
add to the powder charge until the chrono- 
graph shows 4200 fps. (I would like to ask, 
at this point: how much intellect, genius, or 
skill is actually required to simply keep put- 
ting in more powder to reach a higher veloci- 
ty than some one else has reached? What 
sort of judgement is shown, by doing so with 
no factual knowledge of the pressures pro- 
duced, or of the strength of the cartridge 
cases in use?) The potential exists for a seri- 
ous accident, resulting from a number of 
reasons, or combinations of circumstances. 
A barrel with manganese sulphide stringers 
or other defects. A change of make of the 
cartridge case. There can be as much as 
20,000 psi difference in the tensile strengths 
of cartridge cases now on the market. A 
change of primer can raise pressures 4000 
to 5000 psi. In a serious accident, the gun- 
smith may find himself in court, regardless 
of the facts and of who is at fault. And, he 
may be judged innocent, but committed to 
legal costs of thousands of dollars. 

| believe Dave Brennan is in the insurance 
business. | would like to see a short article 
from him in P.S. as to the coverage and the 
costs of insurance he will offer to the gun- 
smith trade. And, were | to have such cover- 
age from him, | would like to know the reac- 
tion of the insurance company to the 
discovery that | am building and selling wild- 
cat caliber rifles, providing loading informa- 
tion without having pressure tests made, 
and informing customers “Sure you can 
reach 4200 fps with a 52 grain bullet. Just 
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set up your chronograph and keep on add- 
ing powder until it registers 4200 fps. | know 
that action will stand it.” 

In the immortal words of Walt Kelly's 
Pogo, “We have met the enemy and they is 
us!” 

To return to the substance of what | 
wrote, | donot see that you disagreed on the 
effects of rifling twists on pressures and ve- 
locities: nor on my interpretation of the “La- 
grange approximation” as indicating very 
low gas velocities in the case shoulder area; 
nor on the manner in which barrel erosion 
occurs, including the thought that lubrica- 
tion can have little effect in preventing ero- 
sion; nor on the opinion that a change in 
shoulder angle, or in neck length, has no ap- 
preciable effect on erosion. 

You mention the series of articles in the 
Rifleman in 1946, with which | am familiar, 
and suggest that they are limited and “did 
not address such questions as the uniformi- 
ty of velocities and pressures —.” If you will 
refer to the April issue, page 33, there is a 
graph which does, in some measure, ad- 
dress the question of uniformity of veloci- 
ties, comparing a standard .219 Zipper 
chamber with an “improved” Zipper cham- 


ber. Three different powders were used and 
loading density was changed in small incre- 
ments, using the 50 grain bullets in all loads 
and measurements of both pressures and 
velocities were taken. In all three powders 
and in both chambers, there was “— a 
range of powder charge where a slight error 
in weight of charge has relatively little influ- 
ence on velocity —.” And other ranges 
where velocity is influenced to a greater ex- 
tent by weight of charge —.“ There was a 
difference in the loading levels at which this 
phenomenon was observed in the two 
chambers. The article further refers to “re- 
peated tests”. | believe that it is quite likely 
that any “perceived” differences in perform- 
ance resulting from slight changes in case 
shape may be attributable to a change in the 
relationship of case volume to powder, 
powder charge and to the primer used. And, 
that can be dependent on differences lot to 
lot in powders and in primers. | believe that 
differences in primers alone, shot to shot, 
would be greater than any differences re- 
sulting from a change in case shape. The 
existence of pressure waves in gun barrels 
and that they are reflected back and forth

from the breech to the base of the shot, pro- 
ducing waves of both compression and rar- 
efaction has been known since the early 
part of this century, through work on can- 
nons. It is likely that the same situation ex- 
ists in rifle barrels. Changes in loading densi- 
ty have a considerable effect on these 
waves. 

It is quite possible that | am wrong in my 
statements about the speed of molecules, 
the distance they travel before colliding with 
another molecule, etc., in what | wrote. | 
quoted the 1400 fps and 4” from memory of 
an article | read some time ago and | could 
not locate it at the time | wrote, nor since 
then. | do remember that | was much sur- 
prised at the length of average travel of air 
molecules, before collision, and my recollec- 
tion of it is 4”. (Perhaps | only display igno- 
rance, but | have the feeling that your dis- 
tance of 4 millionths of an inch is in error.) 
When | tried to find it, | did come across a 
definition of “Kinetic Theory” in Van 
Nostrand’s Scientific Encylcopedia, of 
which a photocopy is attached. The follow- 
ing is quoted from it. 

“Air is not “forced” out through a tire 
puncture; only those air molecules pass out 
which, in their aimless wanderings happen 
to encounter the opening. Molecules also 
pass in from the outside; but, since there are 
several times as many per unit of volume in- 
side as outside, many more pass out than 
in. This continues until, a statistical equilibri- 
um being reached, the air inside is no more 
dense than outside, and the tire is “flat”. The 
rapidity with which this takes place empha- 
sizes the speed of molecular motion and the 
relatively insignificance of the “internal fric- 
tion” opposing it.” 

If, as | understand it, from the “Lagrange 
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approximation”, with which you wrote no 
disagreement, the velocity of the powder 
gases at the shoulder is only about 215 fps 
maximum, and much slower, during peak 
pressure, while the velocity of the molecules 
must be several thousand fps, and, if, as 
seems reasonable to me, the powder gas 
escaping from the case body is composed 
“only of those molecules which, in their aim- 
less wanderings, happen to encounter the 
opening”, as stated above, why is there any 
reason to believe that some, substantial 
part of the powder gas will follow the siope 
of the shoulder, impinging on the other side? 
Why is there any reason to believe that 
shoulder angle has any effect on erosion, 
which is the statement with which | took 
issue? 

Again, | may display ignorance, but it 
seems to me that the above indicates that it 
is the molecular action which is involved in 
gas flow through an orifice. If | am wrong, | 
would appreciate your explanation. It 
seems to me that the situations are 
analgous, in view of the fact that the velocity 
of the gas flow is low, while the velocity of 
the molecules is very high, they are moving 
in all directions, including upstream of the 
gas flow, as well as transversely. 

| found myself very much in agreement 
with the last paragraph of your letter. It is 
likely that | wrote in a manner too forceful 
and beyond my actual, scientific knowl- 
edge. | would ask, however, of what use is 
it, to repeatedly publish articles which make 
statements in support of theories, where 
there is no evidence whatsoever that any 
sort of sound, scientific testing has been 
done? As you know, much better than |, it 
would take a great many rounds, tested 
under exact and controlled conditions, to 
determine any true difference between one 
cartridge case of what we might call “stan- 
dard” design and another, where the same 
case has been “improved” by increasing the 
shoulder diameter something like 1%, 
changing the shoulder angle from some- 
thing like 23 degrees to 30 degrees and in- 
creasing the case capacity by 5 or 10%? In 
such a test, what do you do about the many 
variables besides case shape, such as the 
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case, etc.? What reasons are there to ex- 
pect anything beyond facts which have 
been established in many different tests: To 
get the same velocity in the larger case, 
using the same powder and bullet as in the 
original, it will be necessary to use more 
powder; the larger case permits the use of 
more powder, it may permit the use of more 
of a slower burning powder, and thus higher 
velocity can be obtained in the larger case at 
the same pressure as that developed in the 
original case. Some, wildcats fill a need that 
no, standard cartridge fills. | have a single 
shot rifle, chambered for the .17 caliber, 
Ackley, using the Hornet case anditis about 
ideal for chuck hunting in most areas of New 
England, for the very reasons | have listed 
above. | have a strong feeling that the “ad- 
vantages” of most wildcats exist largely in 
the imaginations of those who develop 
them. 

You write that Meredith’s data in articles 
in the 1946 Rifleman “were unfortunately 
quite limited”. It seems to me, however, that 
the manner in which he established the 
basis of the tests, using interchangeable in- 
serts, in one barrel, to keep barrel and throat 
the same, and the manner in which he car- 
ried out the tests was based on entirely 
sound, scientific principles. He tested three 
chamber shapes, carefully adjusted to the 
same case capacity, with four different 
powders, using the same weight and make 
bullet, 20 rounds to each chamber, taking 
pressure and velocity readings for each 
shot and giving the average of these. His 
final results: “It is true that there is a differ- 
ence plus or minus 1 percent in the final, 
overall performance factors, but anyone 
having laboratory experience with meas- 
urements of the type involved in this test will 
realize that in spite of elaborate precau- 
tions, the accumulated experimental error 
can seldom be reduced to less than about 
the percentage difference in these results. 
This also applies to the variation from 11.5 
to 12.9 in the pressure velocity ratios of the 
various, powder groups. Undoubtedly, 
many of the variations are due to the small 
variation in the primers, and to the not very 
precise methods available for pressure 
measurement.” 

It also seems reasonable to believe that, 
were there any, substantial differences in 
the performance of different case shapes, 
there would have been a definite indication 
of it, in Meredith’s tests. | suggest that the 
editor could do a service to readers of P.S. 
by republishing Meredith’s articles, provid- 
ed permission can be obtained from the 
Rifleman. The article could stand as a model 
for the methods needed to reach sound con- 
clusions in testing rifle cartridge design. 

“Precision Shooting” regularly carries 
performance reports on wildcat case de- 
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signs. | cannot recall one, in which proper, 
test criteria had been established and fol- 
lowed, in testing, to prove that it really had 
any advantages, attributable to form. Can 
you? Conclusions are often based on an ex- 
tremely limited number of shots with little in- 
dication of the effects of statistical probabili- 
ty, both on groups and on the points of 
impact of successive groups. 

Very few people have your knowledge 
and background in the firearms and ballis- 
tics fields. Most of those that do are em- 
ployed in ordnance or in industry and are not 
in a position to have articles published. It is 
unfortunate that those who are, do not 
make their knowledge more available, by 
questioning and clarifying the sort of state- 
ments which raise questions and which re- 
sult in responses by amateurs, such as my- 
self.

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An Exercise in History 
By Hair Trigger 


I the Spring of 1984 a shooter’s outfit 

consisting of 3 rifles and a large trunk 
of shooting equipment was located and ac- 
quired for a collector. The outfit was own- 
ed by a man who had inherited it from his 
father but the only history that came with 
the rifles was verbal. The father had receiv- 
ed the shooting kit as a gift in the early 
1950’s from his brother, John I. Moore who 
was a wealthy oilman from Midland, Texas. 
Before he died in 1960, Mr. Moore bought 
the rifles in West Texas from the widow of 
the original owner, an old shooter who had 
been a commercial photographer a number 
of years before. The kit was old and intact, 
and Mr. Moore and his brother and nephew 
had understood the significance of the para- 
phernalia that went with the rifles and took 
care to keep everything together. 

A number of shooter’s kits have been 
found over the years but rarely were they 
as large or complete as this one. In addition, 
this particular outfit did not appear to have 
been owned by a famous shooter; no infor- 
mation about the original owner came with 
it. Had he been famous, certainly something 
would have survived, but the original owner 
was probably a serious amateur rest shooter 
who never developed a national reputation. 
It was decided to make a disciplined attempt 
to learn as much as possible about the man 
who originally owned the equipment. By 
learning where he went, what he did for a 
living, and what kind of shooting activity he 
pursued, it would be possible to develop a 
more complete picture of shooting at the turn 
of the century than presently exists. 


Looking for Records 

Among the various artifacts were a 
number of envelopes, targets, several cigar 
boxes, and slips of paper with notations on 
them and one of them proved to be crucial 
to the trail of the kit’s history. On a large 
brown envelope was a note suggesting that 
the rifles had been acquired by a Mr. Guse 
from Walter S. Stout ir E] Paso Texas. Mr. 
Guse was known to be a dealer, and so it 
seemed reasonable to assume the rifles may 
have been purchased from Mr. Stout, or his 
estate, and sold to Mr. Moore. A call to in- 
formation in El Paso yielded several Stouts. 
Calling each listing eliminated possibilities 
until Mrs. Walter (Frances) Stout said yes, 
she knew about the rifles. They had belong- 
ed to her father-in-law, Samuel W. Stout 
who was born in 1870 and died in 1954 at 
the age of 84. Shortly after his death the 


rifles had been sold. Samuel had started in 
the photography business in Kendleville, In- 
diana and he may have been born there be- 
cause the family has no recollection of an 
earlier residency. He then moved to Illinois 
and married a girl whose maiden name was 
Atwood. Mrs. Stout remembers Walter say- 
ing that his father moved to San Diego, 
California when he was three or four years 
old, which would place Samuel’s move west 
about 1908. Samuel finally moved to El 
Paso, Texas about 1925 where he lived out 
the rest of his life. 

Mrs. Walter Stout remembers seeing 
some type of paper referring to her father- 
in-law being an officer in a gun club when 
he was a young man in Indiana or Illinois. 
He also was active in a local club in El Paso. 
Samuel had run a commercial photography 
studio in California and finally retired from 
the photography business in E] Paso. When 
he died, the family had to clean out the 
building his studio occupied. Along with his 
business records they threw out a lot of 
‘*shooting papers’’ and the only things sav- 
ed were the contents of the trunk. Beyond 
these few facts the family had retained none 
of Samuel’s shooting history. 

Examination of the contents of the trunk 
yielded a cigar box with a label from a cigar 
store in Paxton, Illinois. Apparently around 
the turn of the century it was possible for 
small stores to have cigars packaged with 
their own brand name. Paxton is right on 
the Indiana/Illinois border and fit with the 
family’s belief that Samuel had come from 
that part of the world. Paxton is also the seat 
of Ford County which meant there were 
public records and possibly a local news- 
paper immediately available. Paxton also is 
on the Illinois Central Railroad mainline 
which would have given Samuel easy access 
to shooting competitions in Champaigne, 
Chicago, aad points North. As Paxton was 
within reach, it was possible for me to spend 
a day of research there. 

The first stop was the public library. Many 
small towns, especially a county seat, have 
a good section on local history and often there 
is a book describing local businesses, clubs, 
and public institutions. Such books were fre- 
quently published as an advertising venture 
by entrepreneurial printers and would con- 
tain a who’s who of prominent (wealthy) 
local citizens. The manuscript would be taken 
around to the townspeople and subscriptions 
collected. Usually the citizen owned a small 
business or a farm, so space advertising the 
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and the efforts to uncover it. jos

business or showing a view of the farm would 
also be sold. If there was a sporting goods 
shop, rifle club, or range, it was likely they 
would be listed in such a book. From there 
it might be possible to trace the 1900’s 
organization to a current one. The modern 
day organization might still have records in 
which Samuel Stout would appear. Unfor- 
tunately the Paxton Carnegie Library did not 
have very much information. There were a 
couple of old town maps and a book with 
maps of all of the villages in the county and 
some business advertisements. There wasn’t 
a single extended treatise on ‘‘Shooting Clubs 
in Paxton, Illinois’’. A sporting goods shop 
was listed but a quick check of the Yellow 
Pages showed it was no longer offering com- 
petition to The Paxton Sports Shop. Strangely 
enough the Librarian, Mrs. Evers, remem- 
bered a range outside of town in the 30’s. 
She remembered it being old, there being a 
hill to ‘‘stop shells’’, and an old building. 
Mrs. Evers was even kind enough to draw 
a map describing how to find the range. A 
drive to the edge of town illustrated the price 
of progress, for the range location was oc- 
cupied by a motel. End of Library research. 
There was however a newspaper; the Pax- 
ton Daily Record, published since 1898. 
After explaining what was wanted, the editor 
pointed out a microfilm reader and several 
boxes of film. There was no charge for the 
service but there were a couple of limitations. 
It was not possible to get copies of the docu- 
ments on the film. The reader did not have 
copying capability and the editor was unwill- 
ing to allow photographs to be taken of the 
screen. While he was very decent about it, 
he was adament that no documents were to 
be copied; Paxton Daily Record policy. 
Nevertheless, the search was underway. 
Searching old newspaper files isn’t as ex- 
citing as one might think. There is a lot of 
neat old stuff but it rapidly become repeti- 
tious. For every train wreck and political 
scandal, there are hundreds of garden club 
meetings and weddings. In addition, looking 
at a microfilm reader for more than an hour 
gives one a headache worthy of a fifth of 
Remy-Martin, especially when the machine 
has 100,000 miles on it. It was necessary to 
limit the scope of the search. As nothing was 
known about Samuel other than that he was 
a shooter, the first place to look was in the 
sports section, in the summer, on Mondays, 
and around the turn of the century. Sports 
sections in 1900 did not look much like they 
do now. Headlines were not fashionable so 
one must read an entire article on general 
sporting events looking for references to ri- 
fle matches. Names and scores were not 
listed; they were buried in text so that it is 
difficult to scan for names. Apparently rifle 
matches were not as popular as baseball 
because even high school baseball games 
were covered. Not a word was written about 
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rifle matches for the summers between 1898 
and 1905. 

Then I found an advertisement for fine 
photography by Stout’s Elite Studio in the 
Oct. 25, 1906 issue. Samuel had been there. 
An advertising pattern quickly developed: an 
ad every Thursday (I wonder if most people 
had their pictures taken when they came to 
town Friday night), and the ads continued un- 
til Oct. 21, 1907. Then there was nothing. By 
this time the headache had reached epic por- 
tions. Lunch and a change of venue was es- 
sential if the mission were to continue on 
track. 

A big diner lunch, cold beer, and double 
fudge sundae made more time behind the 
microfilm reader look pretty grim. It seem- 
ed like a good time to see if there was 
anything in the Ford County courthouse. 
There were several things to look for. Unless 
Samuel had a lot of money, he probably had 
to borrow money to buy his business. Money 
was an interesting point to consider because 
the rifles and shooting kit Samuel left were 
worth a lot. There is no way of knowing 
whether he owned them all when he was in 
his late twenties but he certainly owned the 
Zischang rifle and enough equipment to shoot 
small groups. Among the papers in the out- 
fit were a number of targets with labels in- 
dicating that they had been fired with the 
Zischang in 1903. Even in 1900 a Zischang 
probably cost many months’ wages, so it is 
possible Samuel was a man of independent 
means. It also is possible he owned only his 
rifle. If Samuel got a mortgage, it may have 
been recorded at the Court House and he also 
may have needed a permit to open his 


business. He may have gotten married and 
had children, and both marriage and procrea- 
tion generate licenses and records. Some 
towns also required licenses for certain kinds 
of businesses. 

In the first 15 minutes of research at the 
Court House a marriage license and marriage 
certificate came to light. From the two 
documents Samuel was found to have been 
born in 1872 in Hammond, Indiana which 
is just outside Chicago and interestingly, his 
family thought he was just two years older 
than he told Ford County he was. Samuel 
lists his occupation as photographer. He also 
was married before! I wonder what had hap- 
pened to the first wife because divorce was 
pretty unusual in 1900. His wife’s maiden 
name was Myrtle Atwood who was 24 when 
they married; pretty old for a single woman 
in 1903. A birth certificate was found for a 
son, Walter Atwood Stout, born October 26, 
1904. The birth certificate was generated by 
Myrtle Stout in May of 1952. 

The lady in the records office suggested 
the mortgage records be checked but the on- 
ly condition was that she would not climb the 
stepladder and lift down the large record 
books. Another hit. Samuel borrowed $500 
to buy 8 building lots in a residential section 
in town in August of 1907. Reading a little 
further, it was found that Samuel signed a 
release from San Diego, California in 
December of 1908. Why would Samuel buy 
8 lots and move to California two months 
later? He left town without settling his affairs. 
Maybe the Paxton Daily Record would pro- 
vide some answers.

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With dates provided by the public 
documents it was much easier to look for in- 
formation in the newspaper. There was a 
wedding announcement and an article on the 
wedding. Probably I should have read the 
wedding announcements the first time. The 
Atwoods were merchants in Paxton and over 
the years the Kemp & Atwood store had 
bought a lot of advertising in the Paxton Dai- 
ly Record. Walter’s birth was recorded. On 
November 7, 1907 there was a notice that 
Rasmus would take possession of the photo- 
graphy studio in two weeks and that Samuel 
Stout would be leaving immediately with his 
family. In the article it was noted that Samuel 
had come from Indiana a few years before, 
started working for Mr. Rasmus and then 
purchased the business. From the text it was 
clear that Samuel had come to Paxton right 
around 1900. There was no indication at all 
as to why the Stouts left town so suddenly. 

Another hour at the microfilm reader shed 
no further light. The reason for Samuel’s 
departure would remain a mystery and there 
was little more to be learned in Paxton. 

Little additional general information has 
been found on Samuel Stout. An obituary 
was found in the E] Paso newspaper but there 
was nothing on Samuel's shooting activities. 
There was an indication that he had lived in 
San Francisco for awhile, but little else other 
than his El Paso activities. He was apparently 
a competent photographer because he had 
photographed four Presidents. A grandson 
was located but he could add little to what 
was already known. 

The next big break came from research 
done by an ASSRA member in Shooting and 
Fishing where three letters by Samuel were 
found. Samuel’s first letter of June 30, 1898 
is an extended discussion on the merits of ri- 
fle cleaning. The second letter of August 28, 
1898 describes his experience with a 32-40 
Winchester single shot rifle and his new 
Zischang mold. Along with the letter was a 
diagram of a 20-shot 200 yard target. 
Samuel’s address in 1898 was Montpelier, 
Ohio. The letters were long and Samuel 
reveals a facility with the English language 
and he also backs up his opinons with data 
generated by experimentation. Evidently he 
received an education somewhere along the 
line. The second letter also describes a match 
where he shot against J.B. Holsinger. Hols- 
inger was a noted Schuetzen shooter and long 
time supporter of Harry Pope. The match 
was shot at Holsinger’s home in Johnstown, 
PA where Samuel shot his Winchester and 
lost. Samuel’s address was still Montpelier, 
Ohio. The third letter of September of 1899 
is a discussion of rest shooting and the com- 
parative worth of custom barrels and factory 
barrels. There is a photograph of Samuel 
shooting his Zischang and it is the same ri- 
fle that is still in the collection. Samuel’s ad- 
dress in the third letter was Hammond, which

was still within reach for research. 

Seaching Shooting and Fishing andArms & 
the Man thru 1910 did not uncover any fur- 
ther activity on the part of Stout. Even in his 
active period Samuel did not shoot in any 
matches recorded in the sporting press. His 
interest appears to have been rest shooting 
and there were no rest matches in the mid- 
west that were worthy of publication in 
Shooting and Fishing. 


Samuel’s Outfit 

As can be seen from the photographs, 
Samuel’s outfit is extensive and varied. There 
are three rifles, two Schoyens and a 
Zischang. There are molds for each rifle, a 
Pope ‘‘machine rest’’, a Schoyen grease 
pump and dies, two powder measures, 
dozens of cartridges, loading tools, and many 
targets. In addition there is a lot of the 
miscellaneous junk that all shooters collect 
and collectors never preserve, such as oleo 
sheets and stick lube cylinders, partial boxes 
of primers, and a mutlitude of small gun 
parts. Everything is packed away in wooden 
cigar boxes, the earliest of which is from 
Paxton and the latest from San Diego. All 
of the boxes are labeled, which aids signifi- 
ciantly in identifying the origin of some of 
the equipment. One loading tool was wrap- 
ped in a San Angelo, Texas newspaper from 
1952. Some of the targets are comparable to 
the small groups shot by Rowland, but Stout 
never received any publicity for them. 

Apparently Samuel was a tinkerer. There 
are patterns for a finger lever extension and 
a Pope style muzzle rest. There is a partially 
turned mold cherry. An unfinished telescope 
rear mount and several unfinished castings

from the patterns are also included. Parts and 
targets can be found for things in which 
Samuel apparently had no interest before he 
went to California. There are a number of 
.22 targets but none of the three rifles are 
.22s. Several Smith and Wesson parts and 
loading tools are jumbled together in one 
cigar box. 


What can be learned from the collection 
itself? Obviously Samuel Stout was primarily 
interested in rest shooting. All of the rifles 
are very heavy, between eighteen and twenty- 
one pounds. Two rifles are fitted for palm- 
rests; one of them the 21 lb. Zischang. One 
of the Schoyens is equipped with a telescope 
of at least 15 power. Samuel owned state- 
of-the-art equipment. He had Schoyen and 
Zischang rifles, Zischang molds, a Pope rest, 
and an Ideal duplex powder measure. Such 
equipment was just as expensive in the 1890s 
as it is today. Samuel was 26 when he wrote 
his first Shooting and Fishing letter and a year 
later owned both a first-class Winchester and 
a Zischang along with all of the things need- 
ed to shoot small groups. 

Samuel was serious about making what he 
could not buy and his homemade muzzle rest 
looks as good as the Pope rest. The cherry, 
while unfinished, is neatly done. If he went 
to the trouble of making patterns and cher- 
ries, one might expect he planned on going 
into the accessories business. He ran his own 
photography studio in one place or another 
for most of his life so going into the ac- 
cessories business was not such an unlikely 
idea. 

The various bits of paper add a little more 
information. Several envelopes from San 
Diego contained targets and the envelopes are 
labeled correctly. All of the cigar boxes are 
labeled in Samuel’s handwriting, even the 
ones from Texas. Even if Samuel did not 
shoot in California or Texas, he was in- 
terested enough to pack his equipment pro- 
perly. The finger level extension pattern is 
made of plywood. Plywood was not general- 
ly available until after WWI so that one might 
reasonably conclude that Samuel made the 
finger lever extension in California or Texas. 

About Texas there is nothing other than the 
scrap of San Angelo paper from 1952. 


What has been accomplished with the 
research? A pretty fair picture of Samuel’s 
activities from about 1895 to 1910 has been 
developed. He had moved at least four times, 
got married twice, had two businesses, and 
bought an expensive shooting outfit all before 
he was 31. Samuel was well educated, knew 
some of the big names in the sport personal- 
ly, and was a good rest shooter himself. He 
was well spoken enough to have three re- 
latively long letters published in the out- 
standing shooting magazine of the day before 
he reached 30 years of age. He regarded his 
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youthful interest in rest shooting well enough 
to retain intact a first-class shooting outfit 
through as many as SO years of inactivity. 
There must have been times in the depres- 
sion when the several hundred dollars his 
equipment would have brought would have 
been welcome. Linking Samuel to organiz- 
ed rest shooting events has not proven suc- 
cessful. No obscure shooting techniques have 
been unearthed and no unknown clubs iden- 
tified. It would have been nice to find other 
shooters or equipment but so far this has not 
happened. 


What can be done next? There is a point 
of diminishing returns. The real interest is 
finding out more about Samuel’s shooting ac- 
tivites so that a better picture of rest shooting 
and Schuetzen shooting at the amateur level 
could be derived. It would be useful to look 
for club information in the places Samuel liv- 
ed. He is reputed to have been an officer in 
a club in Indiana which could have put him 
in Hammond, Hamilton, or Kendleville; pro- 
bably one of the latter. It is probably possi- 
ble to trace him to Ohio. 

If anyone should be interested in finding 
any further information about Samuel Stout, 
contact the Editor, who in turn will contact 
‘Hair Trigger.’’ (That’s a pseudonym.) 


Has the exercise been a success? Not if one 
remembers the initial motivation for the 
research: learning more about rest shooting 
circa 1900. No new clubs were found, no 
new shooters identified, and no secret 
shooting techniques were finally brought to 
light. However, viewed as a diversion, do- 
ing research on Samuel Stout would certain- 
ly have to be considered a successful enter- 
prise. Finding Mrs. Walter Stout and public 
records for Samuel in Paxton was very ex- 
citing. There is a second consideration: be- 
ing able to document a relatively extensive 
history of the shooting outfit without a doubt 
has added monetary value to the collection 
and such history will assume more and more 
importance as we move further away from 
the Schuetzen era. The collection is now 
seven steps away from the original owner, 
and this is just since 1954. At each stage a 
little more of the verbal history has been lost 
or altered. It was serendipitous that a family 
member was still alive who was old enough 
to know the original owner. Public records 
tend to be very durable but knowing where 
to look for them is the fragile part and the 
passage of time constantly is reducing such 
opportunities. Unless collectors start resear- 
ching rifles and equipment right now, more 
will be irrevocably lost. While losing history 
might increase the value of those few collec- 
tions for which history has been preserved, 
the sport as a whole is diminished. a

Perry Morton became the fifth winner of 
the coveted title Benchrest Shooter of the 
Year, in 1987. To briefly recount a bit of his- 
tory on the subject, Don Geraci (Louisiana) 
won the first two years of the competition, in 
1983 and 1984. Dick Maretzo (New Jersey) 
carried off the title in 1985, and Allie Euber 
(Vermont) won the award in 1986. Thus two 
awards have gone to the south, two to the 
northeast, and now the 1987 award goes to 
America’s heartland, the mid-west. 

In 1987 we took two steps to change the 
previous format of the contest. For the first 
time “points” were given for finishes in des- 
ignated matches for places one through 
five. Previous years had awarded a point 
only for a first place finish. Second, in an at- 
tempt to give the NBRSA shooters a more 
equitable chance at things, each NBRSA re- 
gion was given a designated match, the only 
proviso being that there had to be a mini- 
mum of thirty shooters at the match.

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REFLECTIONS ON THE PLEASURES 
OF AN INACCURATE RIFLE 


For several years, Rifle magazine carried 
above the table of contents a remark by Col. 
Townsend Whelen: “Only accurate rifles 
are interesting.” When | first became seri- 
ously interested in rifles and shooting, | took 
that statement as dogma, coming as it did 
from an authority like Whelen. But experi- 
ence has changed my views. | submit that 
while accurate rifles may be satisfying, even 
pleasing, only inaccurate rifles are interest- 
ing. | arrived at that conclusion in a round- 
about way. 

Older lawyers tell stories about the De- 
pression, and how they had to trade eggs, 
chickens and vegetables for services. 
Though times are better now, barter still ex- 
ists, and about the time | started getting in- 
volved in shooting | had a client who could- 
n't pay a fee. He offered me, instead, a 
Remington 700 in .264 Winchester Mag- 
num. | was delighted, because | then had 
the opportunity to acquire my first bonafide 
varmint rifle. | didn’t see the grin that proba- 
bly spread across his face as he turned and 
hustled out of my office. As far as he was 
concerned, another sucker had been 
born. 

As it turned out, | apparently hadn’t ac- 
quired much, because when | tried to do 
some preliminary sighting-in at 25 yards, | 
was getting a 12-inch group. | had less 
knowledge then than now, and after chang- 
ing scopes without any improvement, | had 
exhausted my resources. Discouraged, | 
turned to my friend, Harvey Pennington, 
who has been dabbling with rifles, particu- 
larly black powder center fire rifles, for a 
couple of decades.

After he had fired the rifle several times, 
his face lit up with a smile as he remarked, 
“By God, this is wonderful. This is a great 
rifle.” 

| suggested that a rifle that wouldn’t put 
three consecutive shots into a refrigerator 
at 100 yards was hardly a “great rifle.” 

His answer gave me a whole new per- 
spective on guns: “If it won’t shoot worth a 
damn, and it won't, just think how much fun 
we can have trying to figure out how to 
make it shoot well.” 

| realize now that had the rifle been capa- 
ble of reasonable accuracy when | acquired 
it, | might not have enjoyed the hundreds — 
no, thousands — of hours that | have sub- 
sequently spent learning more about rifles 
and what makes them shoot well, and ap- 
plying that knowledge to any number of ri- 
fles that | have owned since. Because my 
primary interest at the time was shooting, 
as opposed to guns themselves, | would 
have accepted the rifle with its limitations, 
not realizing better performance was possi- 
ble, and remained “fat, dumb and happy.” 
Incidentally, a new barrel was what was re- 
quired to correct it, but the important thing 
was that | figured it out myself. 

Through owning several embarrassingly 
inaccurate rifles, | have acquired a fair un- 
derstanding of the many factors which af- 
fect accuracy: bore condition, bedding, 
sights, loads, points of rest, and the numer- 
ous other matters which must be taken into 
account in trying to extract the last degree 
of precision from a rifle. And while |am nota 
benchrest gunsmith by any means, | have 
yet to see arifle, other than a professionally-

built benchrest gun, that | cannot improve to 
some extent. 

Another client paid his account by hand- 
ing over a Ruger Mini-14, a hundred rounds 
of ammunition, and a set of loading dies. At 
least he had the good taste to admit that the 
rifle did not shoot too well. Unlike some of 
my clients, he did not lie. Preliminary tests 
showed the rifle shooting 8-inch groups at 
100-yards with a scope. When a variety of 
reloads did not improve things, a generous 
slathering of Acraglas gel pulled the groups 
down to about three inches. Certainly not a 
varmint gun, but it shows promise. | am as- 
sured by others that nothing short of a 
heavy barrel will improve the rifle, but | am 
not convinced of it. From my work with the 
Garand, | am fairly certain that | can have 
the rifle shooting considerably better with- 
out a large cash outlay. 

One of my favorites has been a Reming- 
ton 788 chambered in .22-250, complete 
with a 3-9x Tasco scope, a hundred rounds 
of brass and a set of dies that were ex- 
changed for a $125.00 fee. The client must 
have thought he would never need my legal : 
services again, because when | took ithome 
and shot it, it was nearly as bad as the .264 
Mag. Since the bore looked good, | knew 
the rifle could be salvaged. Because it was 
throwing shots all over the paper, and the 
receiver didn’t seem loose in the stock, | 
started to change scopes. When | un- 
screwed the rear mount, | discovered the 
base was loose. After tightening things up, 
the rifle came down to a four-inch group, but 
scattered the shots in a horizontal pattern. 
A search revealed that the front swivel

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screw had passed through the stock and 
was touching the barrel. Each time the rifle 
was fired, the barrel would jump from one 
side of the screw to the other. | simply took 
the swivel off and reduced the group size to 
two inches. A glass bedding job and free- 
floating the barrel took it down to one inch, 
and some extensive load testing has pro- 
duced a good groundhog load that holds 
about 3/4 of an inch. 

If my client had understood anything 
about rifles and accuracy, | couldn’t have 
bought the package for twice his fee without 
cheating him as much as he tried to cheat 
me. 

When | do come across a factory rifle 
which shoots small groups off the shelf, | 
can enjoy shooting the rifle without tinkering 
with it. Depending on the use | intend for it, 
the possible improvement simply may not 
justify the time and cost required. 

Obviously, everyone cannot be a gun- 
smith. Whether through lack of interest, 
lack of equipment or lack of practical talents 
(such as the Editor), the majority of owners 
are “buy and use” shooters. As a rule, they 
are satisfied with the results they purchase, 
whether it is a hunting rifle or a benchrest 
gun. When the rifle does not meet expecta- 
tions, though, the solution is to take it to a 
gunsmith and tell him to “fix it.” Many don’t 
care what the fault is as long as it gets 
cured. Yet, if a shooter would take the time 
to study the basics of accuracy, not only 
would he find that there is much the average 
gun owner can do to improve his rifles, but 
that he will have a greater appreciation for 
them. 

Ironically, many shooters (other than 
benchresters) assume that if the rifle is not 
grouping as they had hoped, or not hitting 
where they are pointing, the fault lies essen- 
tially with themselves. On my first trip to 
Camp Perry (my first experience at shooting 
high power competition and my first attempt 
to do “serious” shooting at all) | lugged 
along an M1 Garand that was completely 
“as issued.” | purchased the rifle only a few 
days before the matches and had no oppor- 
tunity to really test the gun..The elevations 
were guessed at from Hatcher’s book. The 
scores | fired were horrible, and | came 
home blaming myself for the bad perform- 
ance. Later experience showed that the rifle 
was incapable of holding even half the shots 
in the 8-ring, which, coupled with my own 
lack of talent, guaranteed a poor score. | 
also discovered that after 14 shots on slow 
fire, the barrel began to walk — no, run. 
Each succeeding shot at 600 yards found it 
jumping about 8 inches toward 5 o'clock. 
Before | pulled the trigger for each shot, | 
had to crank in a Ict of left windage and ele- 
vation to keep it in the black. 

In spite of the rifle’s initial performance, | 
have had more fun with it than any rifle | 
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have ever owned. In addition to adding a 
new barrel, | have spent many intriguing 
hours re-bedding, re-stocking, honing and 
tightening until | now have it grouping at 
about 1-1 1/4 inches. This does not include 
the fascination of simply thinking about it 
and wondering what else could be done to 
make it shoot better. 

Now, | can go to amatch and concentrate 
on lighting conditions, wind, mirage, tem- 
perature, and position without worrying 
about the rifle. When it does go sour, | have 
a pretty good idea of where to start looking. 
From looking at the groups, | can tell wheth- 
er it is me or the rifle that is at fault, usually 
me. 

There is something seductive about a rifle 
that will not group as well as | know it can, 
something that pulls at me and says, “Hey, 
Mister, want to have a good time?” Hereis a 
puzzle that can be solved, but only if | can 
apply all the knowledge | possess to the 
task at hand. If | am smart enough, | can lick 
it. To take each step and see the improve- 
ment is like Christmas morning: each pres- 
ent open just makes me want to hurry on to 
the next. When the last present is opened, | 
kind of feel like Christmas is over. 

It is this same kind of interest that has en- 
abled us to develope the precision firearms 
that we have today. Gunsmiths and many 
gun owners who were not pleased with the 
performance of their rifles did not trade 
them off for more accurate guns, but be- 
came captivated with the puzzle and under- 
took to make them better. But the mental el- 
ement is even more fundamental than the 
desire to achieve some end. It is the satis- 


faction of rolling ideas around in the mind, 
the acquisition of knowledge, that made it 
possible. The nuclear power plant did not 
become a reality because Madame Curie 
was interested in cheaper electricity, but be- 
cause she was simply curious about some 
substance she had stumbled upon. Curiosi- 
ty about accuracy, the interest in the pure 
concept, has pushed it forward. 

In the shooting that | have done (primarily 
high power match and varmint shooting) | 
can’t say that when | use a rifle | find the rifle 
particularly interesting. Satisfying, perhaps, 
but not interesting. Once the rifle has been 
brought up to acceptable accuracy, interest 
in the piece becomes secondary. My inter- 
est then lies in what | want to do with it, and | 
prefer not to have to think about the rifle. 

Accuracy is a concept, and in many re- 
spects it is a very abstract concept. My in- 
terest in rifles comes from analyzing the fac- 
tors which prevent a rifle from placing all its 
shots where expected and eliminating 
them. Attaining that end results in satisfac- 
tion, sometimes exhilarating satisfaction, 
and shooting it produces pleasure, but cer- 
tainly not interest. When the rifle succeeds 
in printing a group that is tighter than | had 
even dared hope for, the interest is gone. 

But who cares? There is always another 
client out there who hopes to unload anoth- 
er “dog” on mein exchange for a fee. | prefer 
to think that my interest in inaccurate rifles 
will let me wipe the grin off his face and come 
out on top. When | can take a rifle that he 
knew was hopeless and later show him a 
tight group and see the expression on his 
face — now that is interesting.

FRONT PEDESTALS 


Lt. Col. Rick Hornbeck 


The front pedestal . . . front rest . . . front 
stand .. . (call it what you will) . . . is an im- 
portant part of our benchrest equipment. 
Anytime that you feel otherwise, consider 
that movement between the front and rear 
sandbags of .0001” while the bullet is still 
within the bore will move bullet impact very 
close to a quarter inch at 100 yards. If your 
gun has a one tenth inch capability of error 
... and you, as a shooter have a one tenth 
capability of error . . . throw in a quarter inch 
for front pedestal problems .. . lo and be- 
hold . . . we’re now (by simple addition) . . . 
shooting .450 groups. That’s okay by some 
standards, but, by benchrest standards... 
it isn’t going to keep you in the running with 
most of the field. A very polite understate- 
ment. 

When | first became involved in stool 
shooting (and if | have any wise remarks 
from the editor here, there will certainly be 
trouble). (Editor: military records available

to us indicate that a Lt. Col. Hornbeck was 
active, as a sniper at the battle of Bull Run. 
Exactly which group he sided with remains 
unclear, unfortunately. The writings of 
Bruce Caton suggest that, at least at one 
point, both sides were shooting at him. This 
possibly could have been something he 
said, or not having his IBS card with him at 
the time of sign-in for the battle, or possibly 
. .. well, heaven only knows). As | was say- 
ing, when | first became involved in stool 
shooting, the selection of front rests was 
limited indeed. The most widely used was 
the pedestal made by Gene Beecher in 
Cleveland, Ohio. My first pedestal was from 
Jim’s Sport Shop. Others of the day were 
often made up by the individual, often on a 
sort of general type casting made available 
by someone or other, and you just tackled 
the rough casting with lathe, drill press, mill- 
ing machine, chain saw, rat tail file, nail file, 
chisel, or five iron ... name your own poi- 
son. Eventually you had it the way that you 
personally felt that a front rest should look. 
Hopefully. Maybe. My first front rest was 
made from such a casting. Frankly | would 
like to take such a rough casting, give it to 
our beloved editor, and tell him that he 
couldn’t shoot benchrest until he personally 
had made it into a good, halfway attractive, 
serviceable front rest. We would have at 
least two years of peace and quiet at 
benchrest matches, maybe longer. 

Today we have at our selection a rather 
wide selection of pedestals and accessories 
for them. And, to sit on top of them, we have 


a selection of sandbags that far transcends 
what was to be had three or four short years 
ago. 

The accompanying photos show three 
rests that are in common use today. We are 
also, in the photo, showing some of the ac- 
cessories available, with a few shooter 
modifications thrown in as well. 

On the left in the photo is the Hart rest, as 
made by the firm of R.W. Hart and Son, Inc., 
a PS advertiser. This rest can be found in 
wide use at just about any benchrest range 
in the world. It is shown here with the Hart 
competitive varmint top and sandbag. The 
standard top as shown here will accommo- 
date any of the standard front sandbags 
that come to my mind. The front forearm 
stop is not standard, and was added be- 
cause my bride likes a forearm stop. This 
style sandbag was first designed by Bill 
Forrester, down Kentucky way, and | think 
should be referred to as the Forrester bag. 
Bill has since come forth with the same 
basic bag, but with some design changes. 
See the May 1986 issue of PS, page #19, 
for details on this new front sandbag. In the 
days of the two piece mechanical rests for 
the heavy bench/unlimited class rifles, the 
Hart rest was in wide use under the big 
sticks. 

The Hart pedestal as pictured weighs 
14¥%2 pounds. From center to the leveling 
screws is 7¥2 inches, and there is a vertical 
travel of five and a half inches, up to 8% 
inches. The vertical adjustments are made 
with two sections, one for course adjust- 
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ments, and the second for fine adjustments 
with a mariner wheel. 

The center pedestal in the photo is the 
new aluminum stand offered by Bill 
Gebhardt, and reviewed by us in the No- 
vember issue. It is offered with a top which 
will accommodate the Forrester type bag, 
and can be changed to accommodate any 
style bag. Just remove the sandbag and 
side plates, and mount the new sandbag on 
the remaining flat plate. As pictured, this 
pedestal is 8 pounds. It also has a double 
center post, one post for course height ad- 
justments, and a rack and pinion adjust- 
ment by a mariner wheel for fine adjust- 
ments. From center to leveling points in 
each leg is 7% inches. Vertical travel is four 
and three quarters inches, up to 8% inches. 

On the right side of the photo is the popu- 
lar Wichita front rest, another one that is in 
wide use all over the world. This pedestal 
has undergone some minor changes from 
its original design. This stand comes with a 
forearm stop and has a flat top to accommo- 
date any styie bag. In this photo the stan- 
dard top has been replaced with the 86 
model top from Sinclair International and a 
Protektor bag. The top from Sinclair, by the 
way, will fit any of the three pictured front 
rests; if you order one | suggest that you 
specify the rest that you are going to use it 
on. The Wichita, as received, without a 
sandbag has a vertical travel of 4% inches, 
to a top height of six inches. As pictured 
here, with the 86 model top and this sand- 
bag, has a vertical travel of 5% inches, to a 
top height of six and five eighths inches. It 
has a single centerpost, and with this top 
and sandbag its weight is eleven pounds. 
From centerpost to leveling points is 6% 
inches. 

In addition to these three, B-Square Com- 
pany makes an aluminum and steel front 
rest. This has a flat top, and a single vertical 
post. It has a vertical travel, without a sand- 
bag, of 4” to 8”. The three legs can be fold- 
ed for the sake of compactness during trav- 
el, and the rest, in this position, measures 4” 


x 4” x 10”. Weight without sandbag is 8 
pounds. Center to leveling screw centers is 
approximately 6 inches. 

The Osage front rest, as made by Vernon 
C. Seeley is unique in that it offers both hori- 
zontal and vertical adjustments. The PS ad- 
vertisements for this particular product 
stopped about a year ago, andin all honesty 
| am not certain if it is still being made today. 
The Osage was (is?) offered either as a 
complete unit or just the top portion. The top 
portion could be ordered set up for either the 
Hart or the Wichita rest, and the Hart model 
will also fit the Gebhardt model. 

Sandbags used on the pedestal as well 
as under the rear of the stock are just as im- 
portant as the front rest. They should be 
made of smooth, top grain leather, and have 
the capability of being mounted on the rest 
in a manner that will prevent movement. A 
light dusting with talcum powder of some 
sort to prevent sticking is a common prac- 
tice. 

Bags can be supplied by Protektor 
Model, who currently manufacture the bags 
that were originally designed and made by 
Basil Tuller. They have bags for every fore- 
arm width, and rear bags to match. The bag

shown on the Wichita rest in the Sinclair 86 
model top is their # wide owl ear model. For 
those shooting a factory width forearm, 
their small owl ear bag will give good rifle 
control. In all, Protektor offers some 23 
products for the shooter, and their free bro- 
chure gives a good description of each. See 
their ad in the October issue. Sandbags 
should be filled with clean, fine sand, and 
with enough sand to make them hard so 
that the sand will not do a lot shifting under 
the pounding of recoil. 

With a good front pedestal and a sandbag 
designed for the stock, we are on the way to 
getting the best performance from our rifle. 
There is still the need to develop proper indi- 
vidual technique, controlling the rifle the 
same for each shot. If the rifle is not con- 
trolled in the same manner each shot, 
groups will be larger. 

All of the equipment listed above can be 
found advertised in these pages or in past 
issues. Many of our suppliers of accesso- 
ries and components often carry these 
items in stock.

Us cast bullet shooters are on the verge 
of something great (probably a kind of a 
virus) regarding accuracy and velocity. 
Been reading and appreciating the words of 
Veral Smith in CBA and his fine book, 
Duane Benton Rooster Labs and many 
more. 

So much of the stuff we do is hit and miss 
(for real) (not a pun) without any standards 
to work from. Regular BR shooters have 
enough problems, but a glance down the 
equipment list reveals a remarkable same- 
ness with the winners being the best men at 
the bench.

| believe it’s possible to get cast bullets 
into nearly the same category where the 
shooter can concentrate on shooting and 
not worry about leading up the barrel or 
blowing the bullets sideways through the 
paper. 

Working with a bore scope I’ve come to 
the conclusion that Jacketed bullets do hor- 
rible things to a barrel, namely, smear Jack- 
et material along the beautiful rifling be- 
cause of lack of lubrication. 

Most lead bullets do the same thing and 
therein is the opening for great progress, 
most, but not all. Forget the most, let’s find 
out why the exceptional few work so well 
and they really do work well. 

A few rules must be understood and ac- 
cepted; it’s tough to swallow | admit. 

1. Two metals, when rubbed together with- 
out lubricant are going to leave some- 
thing behind or just stick together. 

2. Any lubricantis better than no lubricant. 

3. Propellent gas must be prevented from 
getting by the bullet. 

4. The bullet must either be stronger than 
the highest pressure encountered or be 
uniformly upset. 

Setting aside the rules for a moment let’s 
review some of the problems. If the barrel 
leads or fouls accuracy goes to pot. It’s 
been noticed with both Jacketed and lead 
loads as top velocity or pressure for that 
particular good load is reached that the 
leading or fouling is not at the throat where 
one would expect it, but down the barrel 2 or 
3 inches from the throat and quite often in

mid barrel. Very strange. Lead bullets will 
often lead only the last few inches. It’s been 
assumed too much velocity or just running 
out of lube. Assumptions are dangerous. 

In the last few years I’ve noted several au- 
thors making the statement that softening 
the bullet alloy rather than hardening it fur- 
ther will reduce leading. It’s true in many in- 
stances. 

We can do things with a lead bullet not 
possible with a Jacketed bullet, namely pro- 
vide a fluid film of lubricant as it zips through 
the barrel. 

Herein is the great challenge and nearly 
impossible task. Assuming (I’m guilty) no 
gas leakage as the bullet starts forward, 
there is maximum pressure on the base. 
With lead alloys this bullet is going to upset 
in direct ratio to hardness and pressure. 
Drawing a pryamid with the base of the bul- 
let the base of the pryamid and the point the 
point, note that half way up the bullet the 
pryamid is half the width of the bullet. If the 
bullet is soft enough it will be attempting to 
upset in the shape of the pryamid, but the 
barrel is holding it together. 

If you doubt me, check Dr. Mann’s book 
on the Flight of the Bullet and his photos. 

What am | leading up to? A real self lube 
system. Most grease grooves in lead bullets 
have no function at all other then to louse up 
accuracy and just carry grease for a ride. 

Now this is going to strain the brain. Using 
a lead alloy (hardness) with a compressive 
strength less than the chamber pressure, 
the bullet is going to try to deform. Now pic- 
ture that pryamid projected on the bullet. 
Now picture grease grooves progressing 
deeper as we go away from the base match- 
ing the taper of the pryamid. Let’s not puta 
groove beyond the middle of the bullet. Fill

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those grooves with grease and fire that bul- 
let, it won’t lead for sure anywhere in the 
barrel where the pressure is high enough to 
bump up and squeeze the bullet groove 
against the grease and squeeze the grease 
between the bullet and barrel. Under these 
circumstances the kind of grease is aca- 
demic as long as it has lubricating proper- 
ties and a film strength high enough for the 
pressure involved, since the lube pressure is 
in proportion to the chamber pressure it’s 
going to be a real grease gun. Hard lead 
won’t work. One attribute desirable, 
though, is the ability to function with a very 
thin boundry layer of the lube since it’s not 
possible to keep high pressure against the 
bullet all the way to the muzzle on a long 
rifle. 

Short barrels such as in revolvers and pis- 
tols are the easiest to get max results with- 
out leading using the above principles. 

Bullet designs by my long time hero, 
Elmer Keith, were the ones that put me into 
the high pressure no leading principal. 
Reading his books is fun as he records the 
evolution of his successes. Elmer knew 
what he wanted and made all the mistakes 
getting there but get there he did and after 
that would not budge an inch, bless him. 
The ammo companies and others tried to 
alter or improve his design and screwed up 
in the process. His one basic secret is the 
one wide and deep grease groove, nothing 
more. Change the nose shape depending 
on use, although the flat on the end is anoth- 
er point of debate. Not for me anymore. 
Without that flat point penetration goes to 
zilch, regardless of bullet hardness or final 
mushroom. 

Notice what Elmer did. Keeping a bullet 
hard enough (16:1, Lead, Tin) to give good 
slow (1200 FPS) penetration without blow- 
ing up but also ideal for lubing by using a 
deep grease groove. That narrow column of 
metal under the grease groove collapses 
and provides a super grease gun if you re- 
membered to completely fill the grease 
groove.

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was getting ready for a hand gun hunt to Af- 
rica and wanted the hottest load for the hot- 
test weather for my Model 29 S & W 44 
Mag. During all the load development | was 
studying fired bullets using the oiled saw- 
dust recovery box and Duc Seal for expan- 
sion results. That’s when it became appar- 
ent something had to be done to reduce or 
remove the gas cutting damage to the bul- 
let. Everything imaginable was tried, all 
were an improvement but accuracy and 
temperature resistance were required. A 
dab of each grease sample was carried in 
my wallet for several days between folded 
paper to record the proportions of spread of 
the lube under body heat. The oil separated 
out of everything. Finally made my own for- 
mula that stayed put. Beeswax and caster 
oil, plus a little carnuba wax. Mineral oil sep- 
arates out from vegetable oil or beeswax. 
We didn’t have a high temp lube, but it 
wouldn’t creep. Now we soaked card wads, 
felt wads etc. in this lube to try behind the 
bullet to correct for gas cutting. Like a mira- 
cle, groups closed, velocity picked up and 
leading disappeared completely. 

The wad in itself is a throw away, a dis- 
card, made poorly it degrades accuracy. | 
never was Satisfied with felt or card wad 
material because they were not homoge- 
nous or of even density all the way through. 
Only in later years did | come onto the low 
density Polyethelene which works perfectly. 
Wads were loaded behind the bullets with 
some caution and trepidation as we already 
had max loads and were reducing powder 
space another 1/16”. If anything, pressure 
went down even though velocity always 
went up with the wads. That’s tough to 
swallow. Best explanation | can think of is

the gas, without a wad, was blowing the 
lube off the bullet base surface as it started 
forward leaving bare lead to drag on the bar- 
rel as the bullet finally upset and lubbed it- 
self. The grease in the original felt had noth- 
ing to do with it as the plastic wads gave the 
same results. 

Without wads | suspect some of the exot- 
ic bullet lubes helped by being resistant to 
being blown away by the gas cutting gas. 

Later, getting ready for Coors matches | 
needed an even higher temperature lead 
bullet lube after watching my favorite mix 
melt off the bullets setting in the hot sun. 
Going through all the Texaco and Chevron 
lube catalogs it was noted they both had 
what’s called Block Grease. About the 
same hardness as store bought lube for the 
lube sizers but melting points around 
400°F. The Texaco is called Taurak and 
now repackaged and sold by NEI under the 
name of Hawkeye. 

The Texaco lube is a 30 wt mineral oil 
blended into a water soluble soap making 
clean up real easy especially for black pow- 
der shooters. 

The Chevron grease is the same 30 wt oil 
in a different base but not water soluble but 
still 400° usable. Yes, one rifle shot a little 
better with one then the other, don’t know 
why. . 

Once the wad system was established 
we tried several other greases and bullet 
lubes, magnum lubes, etc. With the wad we 
always got higher velocity without leading 
using the simple Texaco or Chevron greas- 
es. Sorry Veral, your LBT Blue Mag leaded 
like crazy at the high velocities we were run- 
ning. No problems at low veloctity though.

The wad is one secret. The bullet “grease 
gun effect”, the other secret. Together, any- 
thing is possible. 

Now think of all the subtle problems cre- 
ated collapsing the bullet to get the “grease 
gun effect”. It’s got to collapse in a uniform 
and even manner. As Dr. Mann wrote in his 
book, note his expression, the putty plug

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theory. He never could get a bullet to shoot 
accurately that wasn’t soft. 

We have now gone full circle. The bullet 
has to be made uniformly. This means a 
simple lead tin alloy that is not heat treatable 
and has stable hardness or a WW + lead 
alloy that is heat treated to a known hard- 
ness or softness. 

From the fore going it’s becoming appar- 
ent the bullet hardness must be uniform side 
to side as well as end to end if it is going to 
collapse lengthwise without going lopsided 
from hard spots. 

Oven heat treating only, no water drop 
from the mold, no as cast permitted. 

We need some one to go into the busi- 
ness of making precision precut wads for 
sale just like bullet lube is sold. 

Once you've tried wads, you're really 
hooked, no more leading, better accuracy 
and higher velocity. 

All the above applies to gas check de- 
signs as well but even more so. | had bigger 
and heavier GC bullets going faster without 
leading until | suddenly woke up to the fact | 
was knocking myself silly with recoil. Shov- 
ing 375 H & H lead bullets the same velocity 
as Jacketed ones and still wanting to go 
faster really hurt. 45 - 70 quickly made me a 
basket case. Let someone younger explore 
the heavy ones. 

For high velocity research I’m now re- 
tooling for smaller bore, less recoil stuff. 

Sometimes success really hurts.

| was surprised and delighted to see the 
article about the “History of Schuetzen 
Competition in the United States” on pages 
24 ff. of the October issue of Precision 
Shooting, having thought that it would ap- 
pear in the eventual publication of a new 
publication of “The Ultimate in Rifle Preci- 
sion.” Apparently that book still needs some 
gestation time or even a new act of concep- 
tion, but at any rate | hope that it eventually 
happens. 

The Schuetzen History was written in 
1982, shortly after the newsletter of the 
American Single Shot Rifle Association was 
expanded from a mimeographed list of 
match results to an informational journal. In 
the intervening years between 1980 to 
1982, the membership of the organization 
had increased from 200 to 500, as men- 
tioned in the article. Since then the member- 
ship has reached 1200 and slowly is grow- 
ing, to reflect the renewed interest in the 
leisurely shooting of the old-time offhand 
Schuetzen and long range rifles. The pur- 
pose of the ASSRA’s existence is to pro- 
mote accurate shooting with single shot ri- 
fles using plain-base lead bullets, which 
except for the limitations is the same goal 
that the benchrest shooters espouse. The 
limitations just allow the older rifles to be 
competitive among themselves without 
contending with the developments of mod- 
ern technology. Otherwise, we’re kindred 
Spirits.

Dear Dave, 


When I called Dick Maretzo and asked if he would address twenty officers 
attending a week-long law enforcement countersniper school, I had no idea 
what I was getting into. Dick and I had discussed several areas where 
advanced police rifle marksmanship and bench rest techniques/equipment 
would overlap. We decided to focus on three topics: bench rest cleaning 
techniques (frequently police use the one patch once through method), an 
introduction to current bench rest rifles and shooting from a supported 
position - a nicety which police countersnipers frequently lack. We selected 
Tuesday evening, October 20¢4 so that our student's would have several days 
to apply what they learned prior to the end of the course. It would be an 
understatement to say the program expanded. 


The week prior to the course included a series of phone calls with Dick. He 
mentioned that he would like to bring a friend who could add some valuable 
information to the presentation. Rapidly, the list of guest speakers went from 
one to four. When Dick introduced me to you, Dr. Louis Palmisano and Jim 
Greenawalt I suddenly realized what I had - a shooter's dream come true, a 
cumulative body of experience and knowledge that was limited only by the 
time available for conversation and questions. 


The evening was fantastic as evidenced by the student's reactions and 
comments on the end of course critiques. Very few shooters recognize the 
value of a uniformly clean barrel. Although we stressed the need for 
frequent and thorough cleaning during Monday's classroom and range 
sessions, the students evidenced very little concern while shooting. However, 
after Dick's cleaning demonstration we noticed a profound change in attitude 
during Thursday's range sessions. A majority of the shooters were cleaning 
their rifles after every second or third string and several shooters were 
cleaning after each string. Strangely, performance seemed to improvel!l The 
two bottles of Gold Medallion which Dick handed out were passed back and 
forth among the students until the rifles were clean and the bottles empty.

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Jim made a hit with the students as he provided factual information 
regarding precision rifle design. When Dr. Palmisano ended his presentation 

I realized that we needed a full week not a few short hours to begin to 
appreciate the wealth of information that each of you were so willing to 
share. It is obvious that bench rest shooters and police rifle marksman have 
many areas of common interest. If these areas can be explored it could be of 
great help to law enforcement and to bench rest shooting. Every serious 
police rifle marksman is a potential bench rest shooter. I am convinced that 
it would be mutually beneficial if this relationship developed. As a member 
of the board of directors of the International Association of Law Enforcement 
Firearms Instructors and as a member of the National Advisory Board of the 
Police Marksman, \ will do what I can to get the word out regarding the 
opportunities for meeting friendly well informed people devoted to “extreme 
rifle accuracy” and the benefits of bench rest shooting as an adjunct to 
regular police rifle practice. 


Again, many thanks to the four of you for a truly great evening.

Thought you might appreciate hearing 
about a young fellow that appears to be fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of one of our most re- 
spected barrelmakers. His name is Ron 
Pence, and | first met him at an informal 
match held at Beeson’s Rifle Range in Etna 
Green, Indiana in the summer of 1986. 

Ron came to the range that day with 
someone we all knew, Bob “Red” Sherer. 
Bob introduced Ron around, and then pro- 
ceeded to help him set up for his first 
benchrest match.

In talking with Ron after the match he told 
me that his father was an old friend of Bob’s. 
As a teenager he remembered his fascina- 
tion with Bob’s machine shop and dozens of 
rifles. Ron, under the watchful eye of his fa- 
ther, began shooting at an early age. He 
never lost interest in Bob Sherer’s machine 
shop either. According to Ron, he’s served 
an informal 14 year apprenticeship and for

the past five years has really been paying at- 
tention. When a master craftsman like Bob 
Sherer is willing to unselfishly teach you 
everything he knows, you had better seize 
the opportunity.

You’ve heard the ex- 
pression “He’s forgotten more than I'll ever 
know”. Ron seems to think the expression 
specifically pertains to him. Personally, | 
doubt if that is the case.

Ratify or reject temporary rule changes 
made at the 1986 annual meeting. 

At future annual meetings we should 
spend less time fine tuning our existing 
rules and more time on addressing the 
advancement of the sport and how we 
can increase participation. 


. Enforce the no-coaching rule in all 


classes. If coaching is to be permitted 
the shooter being coached should not 
be eligible for awards. 


. Require all ranges to have a phone on 


site, even if IBS has to pay for it. 


. At the 200/300 yard championships 


the competitors must have a choice of 
shooting either Heavy Bench or Light 
Varmint and combining it with Heavy 
Varmint for a 2 Gun Agg. 


. Acrossfire will be assessed a quarter 


minute of angle penalty for each shot 
crossfired. 


. Inorder to avoid partiality being shown 


to some IBS should designate one 
match or date as a memorial to all de- 
ceased benchresters. 


. Due to the fact that many members are 


avoiding matches where pre-payment 
is required, the following is proposed: 
Instead of pre payment a written “Dec- 
laration of Intent to Attend” is the only 
requirement for avoiding the late regis- 
tration penalty. 


. The following recommendation be 


adopted and directed to all clubs and 
ranges: Male and female companions 
of the same household who compete at 
the same match be allowed to pay one- 
half fee for one person. After a suitable 
period retain or rescind if female at- 
tendance has not increased. 

Varmint Hunter class rules are to be 
changed to allow the use of 12 power 
scopes. (Object: to bring more live var- 
mint shooters to the benches.) 

Under current Hunter Class rules a 
competitor may legally shoot a Hunter 
Class rifle in both Hunter and Varmint 
Hunter classes. Change the rule to re- 
quire two different rifles if two classes 
are shot. 

Change the “Creedmore” method of tie 
breaking in score shooting to. one 
where the higher number of “X wipe 
outs” is scored higher. 

Include in the Score Shooting section 
of the rulebook under Article 6 (Rules of 
Procedure), paragraph h .... “In all

ANNUAL BOARD MEETING MINUTES 


The annual meeting of the NBRSA Board 
of Directors was called to order by Presi- 
dent Walt Berger at 6:40 PM on Saturday, 
August 1, 1987 at the Hilton Inn in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. In attendance were: Walt 
Berger, President; George Kelbly, Vice 
President; Stella Buchtel, Secretary- 
Treasurer; Stan Buchtel, Eastern Region 
Director; Marcy Lyons, Gulf Coast Region 
Director; Dennis Wagner, Mid-Continent 
Region Director; Ron Hoehn, Mississippi 
Valley Region Director; Lee Euber, North- 
east Region Director; Tom Hexum, North 
Central Region Director; Jim Folwell, North- 
west Region Director; Larry Earp, South- 
east Region Director; Dennis Thornbury, 
Southwest Region Director; Howard Dietz, 
Gulf Coast Region Director Elect. 

Dennis Wagner asked that previous min- 
utes be corrected on Page 1, line two, 
“Dennis Wagner abstaining from the vote”. 
Upon motion duly made by Marcy Lyons 
and seconded by Dennis Wagner the min- 
utes were unanimously approved as cor- 
rected. 

The Treasurer’s report was presented 
and discussed. Upon motion duly made by 
Ron Hoehn and seconded by Marcy Lyons 
the Treasurer’s report was unanimously ap- 
proved and as presented and will be filed for 
audit. 

Jim Folwell followed through on the Offi- 
cial Hunter Class measuring device as de- 
scribed in the 1986 minutes. However, the 
device was not available for the 1986 Hunt- 
er Nationals. The measuring device is now 
available from the Association for $45. 
Marcy Lyons made a motion that effective 
January 1, 1988 this device be the official 
scoring device for Hunter Class registered 
matches. Ron Hoehn seconded the motion 
and motion passed unanimously. 

Lee Euber brought up the subject of 
drawing benches for husbands and wives 
and people that travel together. Discussion 
followed, and subject died for lack of a mo- 
tion. 

Jim Folwell made a motion to include all of 
the State of Montana in the Northwest Re- 
gion, Tom Hexum seconded the motion 
which passed unanimously. 
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AUGUST 1, 1987 


Jim Folwell made a motion to eliminate 
Sporter Class and to have a 10% and 
13%2# Class. Motion died for a lack of sec- 
ond. 

After discussion regarding the time frame 
for Hunter Nationals Ron Hoehn made a 
motion to hold the Nationals between Au- 
gust 15 and October 15. Jim Folwell sec- 
onded the motion which passed unani- 
mously. 

Discussion of Registration Cards result- 
ed in a motion being made by Stan Buchtel 
that all the clubs retain registration cards for 
a period of one year with the exception of 
registration cards for National Matches 
which will continue to be forwarded to Na- 
tional Headquarters. Marcy Lyons second- 
ed the motion and motion passed unani- 
mously. 

Stan Buchtel made a motion that all clubs 
will be required to send a copy of their match 
report along with voucher and check for 
match fees to the National Office to be 
matched to the Shoot Agreements. Larry 
Earp seconded the motion and motion 
passed unanimously. 

After a discussion on the status of the 
Northeast Region, which was created in an 
effort to bring IBS and NBRSA back togeth- 
er, Stan Buchtel made a motion to include 
the Northeast Region in the Eastern Region 
since there are no affiliated clubs in this re- 
gion and membership has been stagnant. 
Jim Folwell seconded the motion and a vote 
was taken — two were in favor, seven op- 
posed. 

After considerable discussion on the 
Secretary-Treasurer office of NBRSA Stan 
Buchtel made a motion to eliminate the 
elected office of Secretary and make this a 
hired position (Business Manager) paid ona 
monthly basis and furnished a 1099 IRS 
form at the end of the calendar year. Com- 
bine the office of Vice President and Re- 
cording Secretary. Business Manager to be 
responsible for all other operating functions 
not covered by Recording Secretary and at- 
tend all Director’s Meetings. Dennis Wag- 
ner seconded the motion and motion 
passed unanimously. 

Resumes were reviewed by the Directors 


for the Business Manager position. After a 
lengthy discussion Stan Buchtel made a 
motion to accept the application of Pat 
Baggett as Business Manager. Dennis 
Wagner seconded and motion passed 
unanimously. 

Dennis Wagner made a motion that Busi- 
ness Manager fee to be no more than 
$500.00, Stan Buchtel seconded. Motion 
passed with Larry Earp abstaining. Walt 
Berger will talk with Pat Baggett about as- 
suming these responsibilities and transition 
will be made as smoothly as possible. 

A motion was made by Ron Hoehn to pay 
$500.00 per month to the present 
Secretary-Treasurer until transition is com- 
pleted, seconded by Larry Earp. Motion 
passed with Stan Buchtel abstaining. 

A motion was made and seconded to re- 
tain Editor at $300.00 per month. Motion 
was passed unanimously. 

Precision Shooting magazine was dis- 
cussed. David Brennan has published a sur- 
vey in the August issue of the magazine 
querying all readers. This is a direct result of 
a rate increase request from Precision 
Shooting from $13.00 to $17.00 per year 
per member which was contested by both 
organizations. 

An annual dues increase was discussed 
but not brought to a vote. Based on fiscal 
year 86-87 figures the average cost per 
member was $24.96. Annual dues are 
$25.00 with $13.00 of that going for Preci- 
sion Shooting subscription leaving $12.00 
per member to cover all other operating 
costs. It was also noted that earnings of the 
Life Membership fund were low and for the 
past few years has not been sustaining be- 
cause so many of the 336 Life Members 
bought the Life Membership at very low 
rates. Life Members represent 16.2% of the 
total membership. As of June 30, 1987 total 
membership was 2,080, which includes 62 
clubs and 75 associate members. It was fur- 
ther noted that the last dues increase for 
membership was on September 1, 1984 
when annual dues were increased from 
$15.00 to $25.00; no increase was made for 
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associate members or foreign member- 
ships. 

Target paper and target consumption 
was discussed and current inventory fig- 
ures were furnished to Directors for review. 
Sales of targets were greater than project- 
ed for the initial order placed for target 
paper. Again, a new source for target paper 
had to be found and targets are available 
except HBR-2 which will be available before 
the end of August. 

A discussion was held on publishing the 
term of each Director in the official publica- 
tion. Editor to be advised to publish this in- 
formation. 

Directors were reminded that nomina- 
tions for Director for all regions except Gulf 
Coast and North Central are to be received 
at the National Office by March 1, 1988. 
Refer to rule book for information on submit- 
ting nominations. 

Super Shoot match fees were discussed. 
A motion was made and seconded limiting 
the maximum fee a range must pay to the 
National Office to $100.00 per day. With all 
Directors in favor, this motion was passed 
unanimously. 

Marcy Lyons made a motion that the 
1988 Nationals begin on the last Monday in 
July, Stan Buchtel seconded the motion and 
motion passed with Jim Folwell opposed. 

Upon motion duly made and seconded 
the BYLAWS of Page 24 ARTICLE IV - No. 
2 shall be changed to read “After comple- 
tion of Varmint Nationals’. 

The 1988 Annual Board Meeting will be 
held after the completion of National Var- 
mint matches, July 30th and July 31st if nec- 
essary. 

1988 Hunter Nationals will be held in St. 
Louis September 17-18. 

Stan Buchtel bid Kelbly’s Rifle Range at 
North Lawrence, Ohio for the 1989 Varmint 
Nationals. No other bids were offered. 
Kelbly’s Rifle Range was awarded the 1989 
Varmint Nationals. 

Jim Folwell bid Entiat Bench Rest Club at 
Wenatchee, Washington for the 1989 Hunt- 
er Nationals. No other bids were offered. 
The Entiat Bench Rest Club will hold the 
Hunter Nationals on August 19-20, 1989. 

Adiscussion was held on clubs wishing to 
hold a National Match. The Regional Direc- 
tor will be responsible for checking out and 
monitoring the progress of clubs as they 
prepare their range for a National Match. 

With no further business on hand Jim 
Folwell made a motion to adjourn the meet- 
ing. Marcy Lyons seconded, with all being in 
favor, the meeting was adjourned at 12:10 
AM.
